DETACHMENT 


The fifth of a series of articles entitled “Getting 
Results.” These articles deal with the silence, personal 
problems, and practical demonstrations. 


\aviN PREVIOUS articles we have given 
Rye ; p . 
BS instructions on how to get results in 
& holding the silence, on applying the 
power of the silence to health and pros- 
perity, and on how to get along with other 
persons. In this article we shall consider the 
matter of detaching ourselves from the petty 
annoyances of the external world. What more 
fitting title could we use than the simple word, 
“Detachment” ? 

Recently a woman in Massachusetts, one 
who has been a metaphysical healer for a quar- 
ter of a century, wrote to us that demonstra- 
tion was a very simple thing to her in all in- 
stances except in her own relation to external 
things. She said that she would be in heaven 
if she could find some way to keep from being 
moved and affected by other persons and by ex- 
ternal things. Her letter was answered by just 
one word; that was, as you may have guessed, 
“detachment.” 

There is magic in that word. In fact, the 
whole Christian religion is built upon the foun- 
dation of man’s detaching himself from things 
that do not matter and relating himself to 
Reality, to God within. Was there magic for 
this woman in this simple word? Not yet. She 
had not reached the clear realization necessary 
to make a metaphysical demonstration for her- 
self. In our next letter she was given instruc- 
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tions which hold a very great secret for making 
a demonstration in this matter of detaching 
ourselves from external things. To the person 
who is sensitive to what people say or do, we 
give this statement in most emphatic language: 

Detach yourself from your own argument 
that people or external things can regulate your 
life. 

How can a person do this? By ceasing to 
turn over the argument in his own mind. When 
he thinks about it, when he lets this argument 
keep at work, he finds that the argument in- 
creases and that the case is decided against him. 
Of course, in order to detach himself from such 
an argument there must be a reason for his 
doing so. Moreover, he must be thoroughly 
convinced in the matter. 

According to Truth, God made man com- 
plete in himself. He gave man the power to 
think Truth and to develop into perfection. 
God did not give one man power over another. 
He gave man power over himself. God did not 
give any other man power to speak maliciously 
of you, power to subjugate you to himself, 
power to make you unhappy, or to do anything 
to affect your well-being. 

If you do not see this according to Truth, 
you think of other persons and of things of the 
external world as having power over you. You 
think of the taunting or accusing words of an- 
other as having power. You think of the state 
of external things, the condition of the weather, 
the rise and fall of finances, as something which

can affect or harm you. Many persons of this 
kind are like barometers, in that they register 
the state of external things. Man is not a ba- 
rometer. Why cheapen yourself by substitut- 
ing yourself, so to speak, for a barometer? 

Personal consciousness may be defined as 
that state of consciousness in which the indi- 
vidual regards other persons or external things 
as sharing the might of God. One who is in 
personal consciousness lives in a world of per- 
sons, a world in which he sees persons reacting 
upon each other’s lives. 

The person who is in spiritual consciousness 
utterly detaches himself from other persons, 
from their opinions, their malicious thoughts, 
their gossip, and their limitations. He lives 
within himself and in conscious relation with 
his own indwelling Spirit. Other persons are 
nothing in his life; their thoughts and opinions 
are nothing; external things are nothing. He 
knows that the world with its limited ideas 
passes away, but that God endures forever. 

If he has a thought about some person in 
his world, he must regard it as his own thought. 
For no reason whatever can he blame any 
other person for his own thought about that 
person. He must keep detached from others 
and must correct his own thinking. He must 
detach himself from the belief that other per- 
sons have anything to do with the argument of 
external influences that disturb his quiet. He 
must think of the argument as his own personal 
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problem, to be corrected through substituting 
Truth for it. 

Do you not see what great good is to be 
gained by detachment? Can you not see that, 
by detaching yourself from the belief that ex- 
ternal things can harm you, you awaken to 
the realization that there is a world of love 
that infinitely transcends the world of jealousy, 
scheming, prejudice, and personality? 

Mystics and holy persons have long known 
the power of detachment. The Hindus turn 
from the world of illusion to find the great 
Reality within. 

How can you get results from these instruc- 
tions? If, within the next hour or so, the 
thought comes to you that another should not 
have done or said what he did do or say, you 
must sever all connection with that thought. 
You must keep aspiring and ascending in 
thought until you are in the state of conscious- 
ness that perceives only God and you. 

Challenge the accusing thought with the 
simple but effective word, “detachment.” That 
will serve to inform the thought that you are 
detached from it and that you will have none 
of it. 

Detachment is easy to practice and it gives 
astounding results. Through the practice of 
detachment your life can be regenerated. Your 
health, success, and happiness lie in your ability 
to go forward undaunted by personal conscious- 
ness, but alive and awake to your conscious 
relation to Spirit within. 

















A LETTER TO A SKEPTIC 


Dear Friend: 

Your letter shows very plainly how the 
skeptic usually thinks. He is inclined to hunt 
for fallacies in the teachings of the churches 
and to hold them up as examples of what re- 
ligions have produced. This is as far as he 
goes. His next step should be to offer a sub- 
stitute doctrine, and to give a practical teach- 
ing for that which he has torn down. 

Understand this clearly: Any student of 
Truth will agree with you thoroughly about 
the unimportance of the things that you have 
mentioned. The student of Truth can give 
little thought to nonessentials, far-fetched dog- 
mas, and superstitions. On the other hand, 
while he does not include these in his own re- 
ligion, neither does he condemn them or allow 
himself to become combative about them. 

Why not give yourself the treat of accepting 
the good in all religions? That is what Unity 
aims to do. You will find good in Buddhism, 
Judaism, Catholicism, Protestantism, and 
Christian Science. Why not make up your own 
religion, if it pleases you to do so, out of the 
best that is in these teachings? It being taken 
for granted that you have a higher philosophy 
of some sort in your life—every one should get 
the best and the most out of life—why not ap- 
ply the same plan to religion? You will not be 
stealing anything from the other fellow. No 
one has a copyright or a personal claim on uni- 
versal Truth. 

What about the things that you reject? 
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Just let them lie. Possibly, some one else will 
come along and will want to make up his re- 
ligion out of the superstitions that you have 
discarded. If he is at that place on the upward 
path where he must have superstitions in his 
religion, let him have them. You can do very 
little in helping him by trying to deny him the 
right to worship as he pleases. 

Why care whether one member of the fam- 
ily was immersed and another was sprinkled? 
Doubtless, each one can furnish Scriptural 
authority for the mode of his baptism. If you 
see superstition in these ceremonies, why think 
about it? Be content with the baptism of 
Spirit that you feel will come to you. If you 
were in a desert, possibly there would be no 
water at hand and you would have to rely en- 
tirely upon spiritual baptism. 

Why should there be a tirade about confes- 
sion? Possibly it does admit of abuse and it 
may be abused, but, on the other hand, that is 
for the Catholics to remedy. If you need no 
middleman between you and God, then you 
should not stand as a middleman between any 
other person and the practice of his religion. 

If you do not believe in reincarnation you 
will find plenty of company, but the theory of 
reincarnation solves problems otherwise un- 
solved. A man could live a very happy and 
healthy life without believing in reincarnation, 
but he would not do so if he were always en- 
gaged in fighting the teaching. 

You even question prayer? Then quit think- 
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ing about it for a while. Possibly you question 
prayer because you have been led to think of it 
in a certain way. Possibly, according to your 
understanding of it, prayer has been a very 
superstitious practice and you will need to get 
a new understanding of it. There may come a 
time, after you have ceased to doubt the power 
of prayer, when there will dawn upon you a 
conviction that man must forever keep a con- 
nection with his Father and that this connec- 
tion is simple prayer. 

You are skeptical about healing? Again, 
let us tell you to quit thinking about it if you 
are at all resistant to the idea. When the time 
comes for you to believe in healing, this belief 
will come to you “with healing in its wings.” 
Your conviction about healing will come as 
peacefully as healing itself comes. 

You doubt that one could pray for or could 
heal another? Dear friend, you have many 
good things in store for you. They may come 
as the biggest surprises that have ever come 
your way. You will have sometime the expe- 
rience of beholding vour own spiritual thought 
totally dissolve another person’s adverse belief 
in pain. This spiritual thought you will recog- 
nize as the very presence of God. Your first 
experience of this kind will be so imprinted 
upon the tablets of your memory that you will 
always recall the incident. 

You can easily see that the way out of 
skepticism can never be the way of disbelief. 
If you are engaged in removing the supersti-

tions and the débris from various religions vou 
will find that the thing which you have taken 
from the other fellow’s religion will form a 
barrier to your own advancement. 

Behind and underneath the great religions 
of the world with their pomp and dogmas you 
will find another religion. All of these forms 
of religion are based upon this simple, mystic 
religion. Back of the externals of the great 
religions is one religion common to them all. 
Your duty is to find the unity in all religions. 
This will reveal to you a simple, mystic teach- 
ing which will make your life healthier, richer, 
and happier. What more could you desire? 
What do you care for those religious beliefs 
that tend to bind the individual to superstition 
and to death? Make your religion a religion of 
light and of life. 

After all, vou may not be so skeptical as you 
seem. Possibly you have needed to see things 
from a broader viewpoint. Your being skep- 
tical shows that you are a thinker, even though 
your thinking may have taken a downward 
trend. 

Religion will be revealed to you in a new 
light when you cease to look to the fallacies of 
ecclesiasticism and begin to look to the beauties 
of Truth. Your life will be freed from nega- 
tion, intolerance, and skepticism as you give 
yourself to belief in a higher philosophy. Keep 
moving forward and upward.
